Sick woman’s 
weight poser 

for 999 crews

AN obese woman had three emer¬ 
gency vehicles sent to assist her 
because she was too heavy for a 
normal ambulance. 

Paramedics arrived at the 
patient’s home in Toddington on 
Wednesday evening, but were 
unable to take her to hospital as 
she was over the 20-stone limit for 
traditional land ambulances. 

So they called for a second ambu¬ 
lance, a specially reinforced vehi¬ 
cle capable of taking patients 
weighing up to 50-stone, to be sent 
to take her to hospital. 

Meanwhile, an air ambulance 
charity ‘rapid response’ car also 
had to be dispatched to her home 
as, due to the seriousness of her 
condition, the woman, who is mid¬ 
dle aged, was in excruciating pain 
and required immediate treatment 
for her infection, which had 
turned septic. 

On its arrival, the Magpas 
Helimedix team - which included 
a doctor and volunteer paramedic 
- treated the woman with antibi¬ 
otics and painkillers. 



Then the special ‘bariatric’ 
ambulance, which could handle 
the woman’s weight, arrived to 
transfer her to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital for further treatment. 

Last year it was revealed via 
Freedom of Information Act 


requests that every service in the 
UK had started buying specialist 
equipment because patients 
nationally were getting fatter. 

Specialist ‘bariatric’ ambulances 
can cost up to £90,000 each, and 
are designed so that the double¬ 
width trolley stretchers for 
patients up to 50-stone can be 
accommodated. 

They also tend to carry hoists 
used to lift the patients onto 
stretchers, inflatable lifting cush¬ 
ions to lift people off the floor, and 
heavy duty wheelchairs. 

Last year, the Ambulance Service 
Network said that every service 
was having to invest money as 
patients are getting larger, and 
ambulances needed to be able to 
respond immediately to what 
could be life-threatening situa¬ 
tions. 

We asked NHS ambulance serv¬ 
ice spokesman Gary Sanderson 
why, as a general rule, a traditional 
land ambulance would be sent to a 
patient who weighed more than 
the 20-stone limit, but he did not 
respond to our calls or emails. 

A spokesman for charity Magpas 
Helimedix said: “We received an 
urgent call to a residential address 
in Toddington, where we adminis¬ 
tered specialist care to a patient 
who was unable to be moved.”

Bus deal is axed after 
breakdown problems

A BUS company hired to take 
children to school has lost its con¬ 
tract after repeatedly breaking 
down en route. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
contracted KK Minibuses to take 
secondary school pupils from Slip 
End and Caddington last November 
but the service has been blighted 
with problems. 

Ward councillor Richard Stay told 
Luton on Sunday that the Manshead 
Upper School students had not been 


able to get to school on numerous 
occasions. 

About 25-30 students need the 
service to get to school. 

This week the council cancelled the 
contract with the Milton Keynes- 
based firm. 

Laurie King, owner of KK 
Minibuses, said: “We were just a bit 
unlucky really with the bus. It kept 
breaking down for no reason at all. 

“We have lost the contract, they 
gave us an ultimatum that if it hap¬ 
pens again we would. 

“We got a lovely bus, it was an old¬ 
ish one, and it just let us down. 


“We were picking the kids up in the 
morning, but it broke down on the 
way to school about three times. 

“It let us down. The kids managed 
to get to school. 

“On the last occasion they were just 
up the hill from the school and the 
driver walked them to the school to 
get them there safely.” 

Cllr Stay said: “They are not a new 
company to us but I think they just 
had a very unfortunate set of circum¬ 
stances this time. 

“Clearly school transport is a fairly 
high-profile and important service 
for the students.”

Cllr Rathore, who 
represents Saints ward on 
Luton Borough Council, also 
did not mention that she is 
the sister of Shagufta 
Siddique who, along with 
her husband Ahmed 
Siddique, was in 2009 
convicted of obtaining more 
than £160,000 through 
fraudulent activities.

Sunday investigation last 
month, and on Monday Cllr 
Rathore attended a Labour 
Party meeting to explain her 
reason for not disclosing her 
family members’ crimes 
during their candidate 
selection process. 


Labour Party organiser 
Francis Steer said: “Cllr 
Rathore was asked in detail 
about the revelations 
uncovered by Luton on 
Sunday and we were 
satisfied that none of the 
criminal activity related to 


Cllr Rathore herself. Cllr 
Rathore was aware of the 
criminal activity and 
convictions of her sister and 
other family members when 
she applied to the panel of 
approved Labour Party 
candidates. 

“All potential candidates 
are asked if they have any 
issues that might embarrass 
them or the Labour Party - 
‘skeletons in the closet’ as it 
is commonly known. 

“Cllr Rathore signed a 
declaration that there were 
no such issues because she 
thought the question only 
related to her personally 
and not to members of her 
close family.” 

Cllr Rathore [pictured] said: 
“I would like to take this 
opportunity to condemn the 
criminal activities of some 
of my family members.” 


Man jailed for import 
of drugs cutting agent

A MAN who imported six barrels of 
drugs cutting agent to supply to 
cocaine factories has been jailed for 
13 years. 

The street value of cocaine diluted 
by the 150kg of Benzocaine anaes¬ 
thetic brought into the country by 
Mark Watling, of Chesford Road, 
Luton, would have been between £9 
million and £13.5m. 

Luton Crown Court heard that 
Watling, 39, had set up a business 
called Buffalo Global to import the 
chemical from China, saying it was to 
be sold on to legitimate businesses 
such as tattoo parlours that used 
Benzocaine to numb the pain. 

He took delivery of the six barrels in 


June 2010 when they arrived Stansted 
Airport. But the police traced the 
barrels to five cocaine factories in 
Luton, and one in Huntingdon, and 
linked Watling to the factories 
through phone evidence. 

Watling (pictured) pleaded guilty to 
six counts of encouraging or assisting 
in the supply of Class A drugs 
between June 5-18, 2010, and was 
jailed on Wednesday. 

Judge Richard Foster told him he 
was a ‘major conspirator’. He said: 
“Cocaine is an evil substance. 

“Young people experiment and 
quickly become addicted. 

“Those who deal in drugs are 
peddlers of evil and misery who have 
no thought for the victims.” 

A confiscation hearing is to be held 
at a later date.

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Footballer left in limbo over plea for UK residency 



A PROMISING footballer is still 
waiting to hear whether he will be 
granted permanent UK residency - 
despite urgent calls for his case to 
be reviewed. 

On fanuary 8, Luton on Sunday 
reported that fanoi Donacien, 18, 
(pictured) who has lived in Luton 
with his family since arriving from 
St Lucia in 2001, has been waiting 
for more than four years for offi¬ 
cials to make a decision on their 
immigration status. 

Luton South Labour MP Gavin 
Shuker wrote to Home Secretary 
Theresa May in September and 
tabled a question directly to her on 
lanuary 25, to ask when a decision 
was likely to be made, but she failed 
to respond to both enquiries. 

Instead she directed the chief 
executive of the UK Border Agency 
to issue a response which apolo¬ 
gised for not replying to the initial 
enquiry, and stated that there has 


been no movement on the case. Mr 
Shuker said: “Theresa May’s lack of 
interest in fanoi’s case is incredibly 
short-sighted. 

“He’s a talented young man with a 
promising future. 

“The Home Secretary has ignored 
my urgent calls to review this case, 
and it’s not good enough.” 

A UK Border Agency spokesman 
said: “When an MP is writing 
regarding operational issues, it is 
appropriate for the reply to come 
from the chief executive rather 
than a minister. 

“We appreciate that it is difficult 
waiting for news on immigration 
applications, but it is vital to 
establish all the facts before 
decisions are made. 

“All applications are carefully 
considered on their individual 
merits, taking into account all evi¬ 
dence submitted and in accor¬ 
dance with the immigration rules.” 


Bid to find woman who 
helped stabbed family

POLICE want to trace a woman - 
believed to be an NHS worker - 
who treated one of the victims of 
an attempted murder. 

The good Samaritan, who was 
wearing an NHS badge, tended 
one of two men who were 
stabbed in a brutal attack in their 
family home in Dumfries Street, 
Luton, on Tuesday at 7.50pm. 

She left when the paramedics 
arrived and police want to speak 
to her as she may hold vital infor¬ 
mation. 


The father, 60, and son, 33, were 
at home where they live together 
with their respective wives and a 
young child, when three masked 
men knocked on the door. 

As it was opened the offenders 
forced their way into the property 
before carrying out a violent 
assault on the younger man, 
inflicting multiple stab wounds, 
as well as stabbing the older man, 
60. 

The attackers then left in a white 
‘Transit’ style van. 

DCI Mark Ross, who is leading 
the Beds and Herts Major Crime 
Unit investigation, said: “This was 


a violent and sustained attack 
inside a family home. 

“We are still unsure of the 
motive for these assaults but 
whatever it may be it is vital we 
track down those responsible. 

“If anyone has information 
about this incident then please 
contact the police.”

Councils count cost 
of pension schemes

TAXPAYERS are paying for the 
pensions of nearly one in three 
councillors - despite their coun¬ 
cil roles being voluntary. 

Seventeen of the 59 Central 
Bedfordshire councillors choose 
to claim pension contributions, 
although none do so at neigh¬ 
bouring Luton Borough Council. 

However, council tax payers in 
Luton are paying a higher amount 
- £86.54 each - towards staff 
pensions, at a total of £17.2 mil¬ 
lion a year. 

In Central Beds the cost per 
head, for councillors and staff, is 


£64.70, which raises £16.5m. The 
figures came to light through an 
investigation by watchdog the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, whose report 
said: ‘These duties are meant to 
be separate from their private and 
professional lives outside the 
council and their position is 
voluntary. 

‘Any payments they receive are 
not intended to represent earn¬ 
ings but instead to compensate 
them for incidental expenses 
incurred in fulfilling their duties 
in local government such as the 
use of their phones, transporta¬ 
tion and office expenses.’ 

A Luton Council spokesman 
said: “Uniquely among the 


Bedfordshire authorities, we have 
not offered councillors the oppor¬ 
tunity to enter the pension 
scheme. 

“The independent panel on 
members’ allowances recom¬ 
mended that they should not be 
able to do so, and this was agreed 
by the council.” 

Central Beds leader Cllr James 
Jamieson, who is part of the pen¬ 
sion scheme, said: “The inde¬ 
pendent remuneration panel 
investigated the time, effort, and 
responsibilities councillors put in 
and they came to a view and we 
went along with it. We put in a 
huge amount of effort and that 
deserves to be recognised.”

Bus stop switch is leaving 
Richard in a tight corner

A PENSIONER faces a rigmarole 
of having to walk hundreds of 
yards to get his car out of his 
garage if a new bus stop is built 
outside his house. 

Richard Grace, 76, will have to 
pull out of his drive on the corner 
of Leagrave High Street and look 
for a space in Tomlinson Avenue, 
park up, walk back to his house to 
close and lock his gate before final¬ 
ly making his way back to his car. 

The impending problem arose 
on Tuesday when Mr Grace was 
surprised to find workmen mark¬ 
ing out the location of the new bus 
stop next to his garage entrance. 

He said: “There are going to be 
large groups of kids there when 
school [Barnfield West Academy] 
finishes, blocking the path. 

“Where it is now is fine because 
the bus stop is on the grass verge 
and away from the path but out¬ 
side here it is going to be taking 
up the whole pavement. 


“I hadn’t been told at all about 
the change in plans.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Alternative sites for the bus stop 
were decided which would be 
dependant on the consultation 
with the residents where the bus 
stop was going to be relocated to. 

“Consultation with residents 
revealed the bus stop affected 
existing parking and vehicle 


dropped crossings and an alter¬ 
native bus stop location was pro¬ 
posed on Tomlinson Avenue. 

“The alternative location was 
decided because this did not 
affect parking and did not conflict 
with vehicle crossovers. 

“The locations of the bus stop 
still allows Mr Grace to park in 
front of his driveway to close his 
garage doors.”

Keep your pets warm

owners to take extra steps to help 
their four-legged friends cope with 
the wintry conditions. 

Let your dog’s winter coat grow, 
and if you have a puppy, short- 
haired or old dog it is a good idea to 
buy him a sensible coat to keep out 
the chill. Keep your dog on a lead if 
it is snowing very heavily. Snow can 
be disorienting and can affect a 
dog’s sense of smell so he could 
become lost easily. 

Make sure your dog is 
microchipped and wearing an ID 
tag in case he does get lost. Wearing 
a tag is a legal requirement. 

Grit used to melt snow can cut 
their paws so make sure you wipe 
your dog’s legs and feet when you 
come indoors after a snowy walk. 

Antifreeze is highly poisonous but 
tasty to dogs. Keep it well out of 
their reach. 

Never leave your dog in a car dur¬ 
ing extreme weather, hot or cold. 

Do not let your dog walk on frozen 
ponds - the ice may not be thick 
enough to take his weight. 

If your dog does fall through the 
ice never be tempted to go after 
them but encourage them to swim 
back to you or to the bank as you 
call for help.

Job loss figures a 
cause for concern 


MORE than 3,000 jobs in manufacturing 
have been lost because of the recession, 
according to figures released by the GMB 
union. 

The report shows that between July 2010 
and June 2011 there were 9,100 people in 
Luton employed in manufacturing com¬ 
pared to 12,200 between July 2006 and 
June 2007. 

In total, the number of workers 
employed in manufacturing in eastern 
England has fallen by 47,400 from 329,200 
to 281,800 over the same period due to 
the economic downturn. 

Cheryl Smart MBE, chief executive of 


Bedfordshire Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “We recognise that our manufactur¬ 
ing industry is the engine of growth for 
the economy. 

“These figures are a cause for concern 
and the Government needs to make some 
tough decisions if we are to avoid another 
recession. 

“Policies that help the manufacturing 
sector grow need to be considered as soon 
as possible.” 

Paul Hayes, GMB Regional Secretary, 
said: ’’Unless action is taken to support 
and develop manufacturing, the econom¬ 
ic future for this nation is bleak.” 


Group attacks man

A GANG of six punched a man 
in the back of the head before 
trying to steal his rucksack.

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Fall in number of 
uni applications

APPLICATIONS to a univer¬ 
sity for next year have fallen 
by eight per cent - after the 
surge in students wanting to 
avoid the increased fees. 

Figures released by the 
Universities and Colleges 
Admissions Service show that 
the University of 
Bedfordshire has received 
15,373 applications from 
students wanting to join in 
2012 . 

This compares with 16,802 
applications received in 2011, 
a drop of 8.5 per cent but is 
8.8 per cent above the num¬ 
ber of applications received 
in 2010 (14,135). 

At the start of the next 
academic year, in September, 
students heading into higher 
education face paying up to 
£9,000 in tuition fees. 


In a statement, a university 
spokesman said: ‘We have 
seen a drop in applications in 
comparison with last year’s 
bumper year - but we are 
more than eight per cent up 
in comparison with 2010. 

‘We expected a large 
increase in 2011 since 
students were encouraged to 
go to university before the 
Government changed the 
funding system. 

‘From 2012 students will 
have to pay the full cost of 
their course but not until they 
have graduated and are earn¬ 
ing more than £21,000. 

‘It appears that students are 
aware of the new fees, as well 
as the scholarships on offer, 
and are continuing to apply 
to Bedfordshire at an increas¬ 
ing rate. 

‘We have around five applica¬ 
tions for every place available 
so competition will be tough.’

THE University of Bedfordshire 
vice chancellor is the Government’s 
preferred candidate for the next 
director of Fair Access to Higher 
Education. 

Les Ebdon [pictured] attended a 
pre-appointment hearing on Thursday 
with the Business, Innovation and 
Skills Select Committee.

Let people study 
without having to 
take on extra debt 


A S expected the number 
of people applying to go 
to university in England 
has fallen. 

The fall is quite large, at 
nearly ten per cent, but does 
not tell the whole story. If the 
dramatically rising fees are to 
blame, which everyone 
expects to be the case, then 
the dropout would have come 
from the lower income 
brackets. 

In fact most of it is from the 
better-off families. 

So what is going on? 

As usual, nobody knows, so 
the figures are used to under¬ 
line the cases for and against 
raising fees. 

And the argument has 
widened out to what sort of 
degrees people should be 
taking. 

Should they be arts or sci¬ 
ence and should they be job 
related? 

First raising fees is intrinsi¬ 
cally wrong, whatever the out¬ 
come of why the numbers are 
decreasing. 

Any advanced country ought 
to make sure it can afford to 
educate people to degree 
level, without expecting those 
people to put themselves into 
massive debt, which these 
days is a ‘bad thing’ in any 
other walk of life. 

On the issue of which 
degrees, science seems to be 
overtaking the arts and 
humanities. 

This is a welcome change. 
When I first graduated - at the 


Open University - I was told I 
could have either a Bachelor 
of Arts(BA) or a Bachelor of 
Science(BSc) degree. 

All the great and the good, or 
the few who knew me and 
were willing to talk to me, said 
I should accept a BA, as it 
meant more than a science 
degree. 

I ignored their advice and 
am Steve Lowe, BSc. 

In fact I am Steve Lowe BSc, 
MSc, as I went on to take a 
Masters degree at Birkbeck 
College.

Crash brings fears of 
accident ‘blackspot’

A MINIBUS and car ended up 
colliding on a sharp bend - just 
weeks after a villager’s fears that 
it is an accident blackspot were 
ignored. 

Eila Goss {pictured) told Luton 
on Sunday back on December 18 
she believed the corner where 
Dunstable Road meets Millfield 
Lane, in Caddington, was an 
accident waiting to happen. 

On Wednesday a woman broke 
her foot when the car she was 
driving was in collision with a 
minibus, next to the same four 
foot ditch that Mrs Goss’ own 
vehicle had rolled into 12 months 
earlier in wintry weather. 

In December Mrs Goss urged 
Central Bedfordshire Council to 
put up a barrier to make the 
junction safer, but the authority 
said the road was not considered 
an accident blackspot and that no 



casualty reduction measures 
would be put in place. 

With the weather getting partic¬ 
ularly cold this week, Mrs Goss, of 
Folly Lane, Caddington, said: 
“These incidents are serving as a 
warning to the council that 


something should be done. Just 
because nobody has been seri¬ 
ously injured there yet doesn’t 
mean that this road isn’t an acci¬ 
dent blackspot. 

“I fear that nothing will be 
changed until it is too late. 

“I would urge anyone who sees a 
car come off the road to report it to 
the council so that they can see just 
how dangerous this road can be.” 

A Central Bedfordshire Council 
spokesman said: “We are sorry to 
hear of this accident. 

“Unfortunately the council needs 
to prioritise all its road safety 
schemes under strict criteria which 
means there must be a history of 
serious injury accidents. 

“This particular junction does not 
fit into this criteria and therefore, 
regretfully, we cannot justify spend¬ 
ing sparse resources on imple¬ 
menting any road safety measures 
there, especially when there are 
other sites in Central Bedfordshire 
that do meet this criteria.” 


Hundreds of drivers going unpunished 


POLICE failed to 
prosecute hundreds 
of motoring offences 
because the drivers 
involved were foreign 
or had a foreign vehicle, 


latest figures show. 
Bedfordshire Police 
were unable to penalise 
400 of 24,225 
misdemeanours 
between April 2010 to 


March 2011 because the 
motorists were visitors 
from outside the UK or 
their vehicle was 
registered abroad. 

A police spokeswoman 


said: “Once the drivers 
have left the UK it is 
difficult to recover 
penalties as the police’s 
powers do not extend to 
other countries.”

HLUTON&DUNSTABLE 

Express 
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Market still a success 


THE popular indoor market at The Mall Luton 
celebrated its 40th birthday last week having 
opened as the first phase of the development of 
the then-named Arndale Centre back in 1972. 

LUISTRACCIA looks at the origins of the market 
in the town, through to the launch of the centre 
40 years ago, and last weekend’s landmark.

IN 1972, Edward Heath was 
Prime Minister, the average 
weekly wage was £58, and televi¬ 
sion shows such as ‘Emmerdale 
Farm’ and ‘Are You Being Served?’ 
hit the airwaves for the first time. 

It was also the year Luton’s cur¬ 
rent indoor market was built to 
replace an existing covered mar¬ 
ket hall that fronted both 
Cheapside and Waller Street, 
which itself was constructed in 
1925 to bring an outdoor market 
under cover from its previous 
existence in George Street, 

Market Hill, Park Square and 
Park Street. 

The town has had a market for 
more than 1,000 years and, 
although it was mentioned in the 
Domesday Survey of 1086, histo¬ 
rians have found clear indica¬ 
tions that it was in operation well 
before the Norman invasion of 
1066. 

Currently home to more than 
100 independent stalls, the mar¬ 
ket has a broad offering that cov¬ 
ers everything from food to fash¬ 
ion - including a selection of 
internationally-themed, freshly- 
cooked meals and specialist stalls 
catering for the town’s diverse 
and vibrant population. 

It is located at the Church Street 
entrance inside The Mall, and is 
open Monday to Saturday, 9am- 
5pm. 

Dave Gibbs, manager with 
Town and Country Markets, the 
company now responsible for the 
day-to-day operation of the mar¬ 
ket, said: “It’s very heartening to 
see that the market is still thriv¬ 
ing some four decades on - albeit 


within a very different retail envi¬ 
ronment. 

“Back in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, market shopping still 
dominated the high street - but 
the advent of the superstores and 
larger shopping centres has of 
course changed the nation’s 
shopping habits. 

“Many markets throughout the 
length and breadth of the UK 


have closed over the last 40 years 
but others such as ours in Luton 
have adapted to the changes in 
customer demand and we’ve 
grown stronger as a result. 

“During the life of our market, 
we’ve seen trends move towards 
ready-meals and then as house¬ 
holds have become more aware 
of the importance of healthy eat¬ 
ing and developed more adven-

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Boss wants Poku 
to show his worth

FEARS that a Luton had been 
struck by a season-ending 
injury to one of their players 
have been allayed after 
Southport boss Liam Watson 
suggested that was the rea¬ 
son he couldn’t take Town’s 
Godfrey Poku back on loan. 

The Sandgrounders chief 
conceded defeat early on 
transfer deadline day over 
tempting the midfielder back 
to Haig Avenue - where he 
had been on loan since 
August - insisting an unex¬ 
pected blow in the Hatters’ 
ranks had scuppered the deal. 

Luton boss Gary Brabin said: 
“I think he knows [Liam 
Watson] we’ve got a lot of 
injuries and I don’t know how 
he’s worded it. I don’t know if 
we have anyone out until the 
end of the season. I hope not. 

“I think he realises that we’ve 
had a few concerns, whether 


that’s Amari [Morgan-Smith] 
breaking down again, or one or 
two injuries which we are con¬ 
cerned about.” 

But in the midfield, winger 
James Dance needs more tests 
on an ankle problem and could 
be out for the month while 
Keith Keane (hamstring) is 
expected back by the weekend. 

Brabin also bolstered his 
options in that area by signing 
Andre Boucaud from York City 
for £25,000 on Tuesday. Later 
that day, defenders Shane 
Blackett and Dean Beckwith 
both made returns from injury 
in a 2-0 Bedfordshire Senior 
Cup quarter final win at 
Bedford Town. 

Poku played in that game 
and Brabin revealed he never 
intended let the former St 
Albans City tackier leave 
Kenilworth Road before trans¬ 
fer window shut on Tuesday. 

He said: “The plan was 
always that he would come 
back [from Southport]. He’s 
our player, we just needed him 


to go out and get some experi¬ 
ence. 

“Southport have been 
delighted with the way 
Godfrey has performed. We’ve 
helped them out with his 
service and, obviously, they’re 
going to fight tooth and nail to 
try and get him back because 
he’s done well for them. 

“He’s shown he’s capable of 
playing week in week, week 
out in this league and he’s got 
show he’s capable of perform¬ 
ing like that for us as well.” 

Brabin did reveal that the 
club rebuffed bids for his 
players but refused to name 
the clubs or stars concerned. 

“We didn’t feel that the offers 
that came in were good 
enough. There was nothing 
that blew our mind away or 
even made us consider it for a 
second. 

“They were offers which did¬ 
n’t match what we feel the 
players were worth, and we 
certainly didn’t want to sell 
our better players.” 


Brabin plans to mix and match 



GARY Brabin hinted at fielding 
a mix of fringe, youth and first 
team players at Kidderminster 
on Tuesday for their FA Trophy 
third round clash (7.45pm), 
but he is keen for his selection 
not to be seen as a ‘Trophy 
team’. 

Senior stars have been used 
in the FA Trophy this term but 
it has also been a bedrock for 
youth players and there is like¬ 
ly to be a combination of them 
both at Aggborough, where a 
frozen pitch prevented the two 
teams from facing each other 
yesterday. The match has been 
rescheduled for two days’ 
time. 

The Hatters boss said: “We 
have to be sensible with what 
team we select, I certainly 
won’t be sending a load of kids 
there or our so-called ‘trophy 
team’. 

“It will be a sensible selec¬ 
tion in terms of who needs 
football and who deserves that 
chance, and who we feel is 
going to be good enough to 
hopefully progress to the next 
round.” 

He added: “Stuart 

Fleetwood, Amari Morgan- 
Smith, JP Kissock, they’ve all 
overlapped into both set-ups 
and I don’t think there’s a tro¬ 
phy team and a league team.” 

But after six Town teenagers 
made their senior bows in the 
previous round against 
Hinckley United, this tie pres¬ 
ents another chance for devel¬ 
opment players like Colby 
McAdams, Jake Woolley and 
Jerry Nash to clock up more 
minutes on the pitch. 

Brabin said: “It’s a good 
opportunity for those people 
but they’ve got to be there on 


merit. On each of the Trophy 
games it is the people who 
have earned it who have 
stayed in the squad, and peo¬ 
ple who haven’t met our 
demands haven’t been in the 
next squad and that will con¬ 
tinue.” 

The boss is not taking the 
competition lightly though 
and believes that whatever 
team he chooses on Tuesday 
will be more than capable of 
maintaining the Hatters’ inter¬ 
est in the competition beyond 
the third round. 

“We want to go into every 
game with a winning mentali¬ 
ty,” said Brabin. “There are 
games where people are on 
the fringe of things, young lads 
and development players who 
will benefit from this experi¬ 
ence, but we want to win foot¬ 
ball matches.” 


The Hatters plundered a 2-1 
victory in their last Blue Square 
Bet Premier visit to the Reds 
but with Kidderminster just six 
points and two places behind 
third-placed Luton, Brabin 
expects a hard-fought contest. 
“They’re going to be pushing 
hard to get into one of the 
play-off spots and I’m sure 
they’ll want to get to the final 
of this Trophy, so I’m expect¬ 
ing a tough game,” he 
acknowledged. 

James Dance (ankle) and 
Keith Keane are unlikely to 
feature while defender Alex 
Lacey has been in hospital 
with stomach problems.

Watkins gets call to tackle Italians 


ADAM Watkins earned a

TOM Craddock was never a transfer target for 
Luton Town, Gary Brabin has revealed. 

The Oxford forward scored 31 times in 70 
games for Luton after switching from 
Middlesbrough in 2009, including one in the 
club’s memorable Johnstone’s Paint Trophy 
final victory over Scunthorpe. 

But Craddock has been riddled with injury 
this term and was ruled out by the U’s for 
another month on Friday 
Nevertheless, speculation was rife in the 
lead up to Tuesday’s deadline day that the 
former Hatters striker, who left for Oxford 


United in 2010, would be making a return to 
Kenilworth Road but the manager quashed 
the idea. 

Brabin said: “I think he’s a good player but 
there’s never ever been any indication from 
Oxford that they wanted to loan him out, so 
there’s no truth in it, but I can understand the 
rumours.” 

He added: “Tommy is still a friend of mine, I 
still speak to him all the time, so whether 
someone has seen me having a coffee with 
Tommy and put two and two together, I don’t 
know.” 
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Tom is hoping to 
be a Broadway hit 
at the Olympics 

ROWING 

TOM Broadway is striving harder than 
ever to ensure that he makes certain of 
his place in the Great Britain rowing 
team for 2012 after ayear disrupted by 
injury. 

The Dunstable-born rower is aiming 
for a place in this year’s London 
Olympics, having missed out on a place 
four years ago due to illness and rib 
stress fracture. 

Understandably, Broadway is keen to 
avoid any problems that will cause him 
to miss out on the Senior Team trials at 
the beginning of next month. 

“It gave me a bit of a wake-up call and 
made me realise how important the 
next few months after that were going to 
be,” he said reflecting on 201 l’s injury 
problems. 

“I’ve definitely been even more 
focused than I have been over the last 
year and I’ve really been working hard to 
try to prevent injuries. 

“Obviously you can’t prevent all the 
injuries, but my stretching, preparation 
and core work has helped me in terms 
of that. 

“It was a very difficult year in 2011 and 
I’ll definitely be doing everything I can 
to try to make sure it doesn’t happen 
again this year.” 

In 2010, Broadway was part of the 
men’s eight that earned a silver medal in 
the World Championships, and he was 
also part of bronze medal crews in two 
World Cup events. 

Last year he found himself out of the 
water, but did manage third in the C 
Final of the single skulls in Lucerne an 
event that he confesses is not one he 
enjoys. 

Now former Bedford School pupil 
Broadway is determined as ever to 
make sure he gets back in a boat to 
represent his country. 

He said: “It put me on the back foot last 
year because I wasn’t in a crew, so I’ve 
got to make sure I break back into one. 
These trials are important for everyone, 
but for me in particular because I 
haven’t got the results from last year to 
fall back on necessarily. I need to 
perform particularly well. 

“I couldn’t be any more determined or 
motivated and I’m sure that applies to 
the vast majority of the team as well. It 
is going to be an amazing event and 
everyone is doing everything they can to 
first of all make sure they are in that 
event and then succeeding as well.” 

Following the March trials, the GB 
team have three World Cup series 
regattas and an Olympic test event at 
the Eton Dorney venue before the real 
thing in luly. 

Broadway’s mind is only focused on 
one thing at the moment though and 
the 29-year-old is not allowing himself 
to be distracted by the possibility of 
Olympic glory. 

He said: “The first thing is the trials, so 
you’ve got to make sure you do as well 
as possible and make sure that you are 
in a boat first. 

“That is the most important thing in 
my immediate future. 

“At the moment I’m not necessarily 
thinking about the next step, there is too 
much to think about to make sure I am 
in a boat first and then I can concentrate 
getting medals, the World Cups and 
building to the Olympics. 

“You can’t really get away from the 
Olympics. It’s all over the TV, radio and 
everywhere you go. Obviously in the 
team as well there is a sense that it is 
getting closer and closer, and every day 
is really important. 

“There is no shying away from it and 
it’s definitely building now.”

FOR Ben Nutley, this season has already been 
one that has surpassed his own expectations. 
Nevertheless, the Northampton Saints flanker 
will not be easing up. 

Nutley, who hails from Luton and started off at 
the town’s rugby team, has seen plenty of action 
in both the Aviva Premiership and Heineken Cup 
for the club this season. 

He made his breakthrough during the 2010/11 
campaign with three appearances in the LV= Cup 
while several Saints players were away on inter¬ 
national duty. 

Call-ups to the World Cup at the start of this 
season saw him get his first taste of league and 
European action, and the 19-year-old is enjoying 
every minute. 

“I went into this year after playing in a couple of 
LV= Cup games last year expecting mostly the 
same, but it has just gone from the strength to 
strength,” said Nutley. 

“Playing in the Premiership and the Heineken 
Cup - it’s something I never thought I would do, 


but it has happened and I’ve really enjoyed it. It is 
a step up every time you play and it is a big learn¬ 
ing curve, but it is not like I’m waiting years for 
my opportunity.

“It’s not like one week you’re playing the hardest 


game in the world to an easy game the next - 
every game is full-on and it’s always going to be 
like that. 

“There are no easy teams in the Premiership or 
the Heineken Cup, or even the LV= Cup. Every 
week is a contest and we enjoy it every week.” 

Nutley is not the only youngster from the Saints 
Academy making their impact on the first team, 
with the likes of fellow youth team graduates 
Jamie Elliott, Mike Haywood and Alex Waller all 
eager to make a name for themselves. 

Those that impress could well find that they 
remain in the first team when the England boys 
return, which is something that Nutley is keen to 
ensure he does.

GARY Brabin has called on the 
Kenilworth Road critics to band 
together and back his men until the 
end of the season. 

Last weekend’s 1-0 league win over 
Alfreton drew jeers from the crowd 
at the final whistle and with the divi¬ 
sion’s top two Wrexham and 
Fleetwood again winning - the latter 
through an injury time goal - it saw 
Luton remain a frustrating ten 
points off the pace. 

The Hatters boss refused to rule out 
winning the title but said he could 
sympathise with the reaction and the 
growing thought among fans that 
they are destined for the play-offs for 
a third year in a row. 

And he admits it’s another frustra¬ 
tion that adds to others built up over 
a number of seasons of relegations 
and failed promotion bids. 

“I look it at from a fans’ point of 
view - they’re frustrated, you know 
they’ve had a lot of bad luck in the 
previous years, that’s not to do with 
anyone connected with the club at 
the moment, so all I can say is that 
we’re working hard and trying our 
best to get this club back where it 
belongs. 

“We’ve got no divine right to 
achieve that. We’ve got to work hard 
and we’ve all got to pull hard in the 
right direction to achieve that.” 


He conceded that the dissatisfac¬ 
tion aired by some supporters last 
week was down to a below par per¬ 
formance but explained that even 
the best teams in the world fall flat 
on occasion. 

He said: “I keep using Barcelona as 
an example. For me, they’re the best 
side I’ve ever seen in my life time. 

“You watch them in the big games 
and they show you what a fantastic 
team they are. 

“Everyone watches it and 
witnesses it but it’s not like that 
every week. 

“You watch them the week after 
they’ve had a big performance and 
they’ll end up drawing 1-1 against 
the lower sides. I think Tenerife beat 
them after a big game and it hap¬ 
pens at every level. 

“You’ve just got to sustain it, you 
analyse a club after every season, 
your Manchester Uniteds and 
Barcelonas, and you’re not going to 
be play fantastically well every week 
and win every game every week. 

“At the moment Manchester City 
are going through a bit of a slope, 
dropping points and I’m sure their 
fans will be disappointed but we do 
understand the frustration and we 
feel it as well. 

“All we ask is that we pull together, 
we have a fantastic chance at getting 
promotion, we all want the same 
thing and we’ll all just need to pull in 
the right direction.”
